It 
is not necessary here to stale that the 
land or soil between Baltimore and 
Washington is not well adapted to the 
raising of corn and wheat, as nearly 
every reader knows the nature of the 
soil alluded to. 


Atter leaving Washington and as we 
were going through parts of Maryland 
and West Virginia we noticed that the 
wheat crop is very fine, and the pros- 
pects are for a good crop. 
In passing 
Harper's Ferry and Maryland Heights 
we were very 
forcibly reminded of 
some of some of the incidents which 
occurred during the rebellion, twenty- 
five 
years ago, to \vhich we have not 
time and space to allude. 
We passed 
through Martinsburg, which looks to be 
an old-time place—could see nothing 
of interest to relate. 


As soon as we got into Ohio we found 
that the wheat ciop is very poor, not 
more than a one fourth crop. 
It the 
wheat along the railroad is a fair sam- 
ple of the crop throughout the States 
of Ohio, Indiana a n d Illinois 
there 
will be a very short crop. 


We arrived at St. Louis at 7:40, and 
put up at the O'Neil Hotel for the night. 
After supper we took a stroll through 
the city, but it was too late to see much 
of interest; we, however, found that St. 
Louis is the greatest railroad centre in 
the United States—it being the sixth 
city in i)opulation. 
We left St. Louis 
on Friday morning on the Santa Fe R. 
R. 
The scenery on this route is grand. 
For a distance ol about tv;o hundred 
miles we were running in almost every 
direction or at all points of the com- 
pass zigzagging through . and around 
the hills and mountains, drawn by two 
ponderous engines. 
The train did not 
run fast, giving tis a grand view of the

were told that wild game—deer, tur- 
keys, &c., are very plentiful in these 
mountains; all I saw of kind was wild 
turkeys in abundance along the road.

ttiped there. Sledges and canoes, buffalo 
skulls and pots found lodging places on 
the top of the houses. 


These 3Iandaa houses were built so 


closely together that between them, were 
only narrow pathways. At a distance 
the dome-like yellow roofs presented a 
singular appearance. 
On nearer ap- 


proach the visitor found himself among 
a lot of great mud hats. The greatest 
surpiise was after entrance. Then, it was 
discovered that these were wooden 
houses, drv and clean, and often furn- 
ished with household comforts unknown 
to other Indians. At the apex of the 
roof was left an opening three or four 
feet across for smoke to escape and for 
light to enter. A single door on the 
level of the ground was~ the oaly other 
opening ia the Mandan lodge. 


la the centre of the Mandan village 


was a piazza 150 feet across and circular 
in form. There the games and ceremo- 
nies peculiar to the Maadans took place. 
A large, curiously constructed object 
stood in the centre or the vacant space. 
It looked something like a hogshead. 
The Mandaas called it the "big canoe." 
It looked enough like an ark in its plan 
to show that the suggestion carae from 
the flood. In the "big canoe" the most 
sacred svcabols and mysteries of this pe- 
cnliar people were kept. 


High above the lodges projected poles, 


and from the poles hung the scalps taken 
in battle, the shields and quivers of war- 
riors, the medicine bags aad the fiutter-

.A Theory Advanced That Thoy are 
Descciulcrt From a naiid olAYclsh 
Kxplorcrs—Peculiar Traits. 


In the gallery at the National ]\rusoura 
rare portraits of Indians with lii^ht hair 
and blue eyes. George Catlin found such 
Indians among the Mandans. 
He dis- 
-covercd many other peculiarities in the 
Idandans during the months he lived with 
them and painted his pictures. 
Ho de- 
veloped the interesting theory Uiafc thia 
tribe "was descended from a band of 
Welsh explorers who landed in North 
America 
nearly 
200 
years 
before 
'Christopher Columbus came in the Santa 
Maria. 


There were ten ships which left North 
TVales under the direction of Prince 
Madoc or Madawc early in the fourteenth 
.century. 
The^ never returned. 
It is 
historical supposition that these explorers 
landed on the west of what is Florida 
now, or somewhere about the mouth of 
the Mississippi, traveled into the interior, 
and gradually amalgamated with 
the 
Indians. 


Catlin concluded that Madoc's men 
^established their colony in what is now 
Ohio. 
They may hav(i ascended the 
xiver from the G-ulf, or they may have 
marched inland from the coast. 
After 
he had lived among these Indians in their 
fortified city on the Upper Missouri, 
'Catlin traced their course 
backward,

It looked enough like an ark in its plan 
to show that the suggestion came -from 
the flood.

Glgftntlc IMan-Eatlns: Sharks Ovcx» 


lOO J'Vot Lonff AVhlch Prowled 
About tlio Tertiary Seas, 


If we may judge prehistoric man by his 
modern representatives wo may assume, 
writes C, F. Holder in'the San Francisco 
ChroJiicl^^ that shark fishing was carried 
on at a very early day; so very early, in 
fact, that not the slightest proof remains, 
or even a remnant of the early Walton, 
In geological maps of America, during 
what is known as the tertiary age, we 
find it occupying a much more restricted 
area than at present. 
The 
Southern 
States were largely under water, 
and 
Florida was but a shoAl beneath the waves. 
Where the Atlantic then tossed and was 
carried this way and that by currents, 
now is found dry land, covered with fer- 
tile fields and supporting a large and 
vigorous human population ; but that it 
was once the bottom of the tertiary sea 
we have abundant testimony. 
Thnt man 
existed at this time there is little doubt, 
though satisfactory evidence in the shape 
of remains is extremely rare, and wo can 
but refer to the fauna and flora of the 
period to show that the assumption is at 
least tenable. Man undoubtedly appeared 
upon the globe when it was ready for his 
occupation, or rather when the conditions 
were all favorable for his support. 
The 
world in the tertiary time looked very 
much as it docs at present, comparatively 
speaking. 
Trees, flowers and' animals 
much like those of to-day flourished, and 
-Nvith them undoubtedly were found hu- 
man beings. 
Having assumed this, and 
knowing the animals which were then 
living, we may easily understand some- 
thing of the habits of our ancient ances- 
tors. 


Large whales and fishes of all kinds 
are always of great value to rude tribes. 
Their appliances are few and simple, and 
a large animal not only provides them 
with food, but v/ith clothing, weapons 
and numerous articles of domestic use. 
So we may assume that tertiary men 
were fishermen and endeavored to cap- 
ture game, largo and small. 


In the immediate vicinity of Charles- 
ton, S, C,, from the bottom of the river 
bed have been taken the remains of some 
sharks so suggestive of gigantic size that 
the modern man eater is dwarfed in com- 
parison. 
The remains consist of teeth, 
huge deviated specimens, 
in some in- 
stances almost as large as a woman's 
hand, many times larger than those found 
in largo sharks of to-day. 
The writer 
once had the curiosity to arrange a num- 
ber of these teeth after the model of a 
modern shark, and the result gave a fish- 
large enough to swallow a horse entire; 
and as for length, 125 feet must have 
been the dimensions- of those monsters. 


If a shark fourteen feet long is suf- 
ficient at the present day to terrify any 
one, what must have been the ciïect of 
the appearance of this tertiary giant? 
Like the great whales, it required deep 
water to float it, and doubtless was only 
attacked when by accident it became 
stranded on the shoals. 
At such a time 
the fishermen may have put off in their 
rude crafts and aided in its capture, per- 
haps fastening it with cables and driving 
logs of w"ood into its vulnerable parts. 
To capture such monsters by any other 
means must have been impossible. 
The 
largest boats would hardly have withstood 
the struggles that must have ensued after 
an attempt at capture by spear or har- 
poon, assuming even that such weapons 
were known. Once entrapped in shallow 
water we can imagine that the sight must 
h a v e been a striking one; the enormous 
fish, far more active in this condition 
than a whale, beating the water with 
blows of its powerful tail, making Irantic 
and mighty rushes this way and that, 
snapping the great cables like threads, 
capsizing the rude boats and spread- 
ing terror and destruction everywhere. 
Such cfi!orts at escape naturally would 
exhaust 
the strength of 
so powerful 
an 
animal, 
and 
force it farther in 
shore, and ultimately destroy it. 
Then 
comes the cutting up process. 
Then 
news of the capture was carried inland 
and hundreds of natives came down to 
the shore to secure their share. 
From 
caves, brush houses and the rudest re- 
treats they swarmed, armed with rude 
implements of various kinds—clubs of 
wood and stone and daggers of flint, and 
other hard substances, Clot^aed in skins, 
or perhaps not clothed at all, this rude 
people must have presented a strange ap- 
pearance, 
We hear of our modern sav- 
ages wallowing in the blood of whales 
^\h\ch they have captured and delighting 
in the butchery, and undoubtedly these 
early men were no exceptions and the 
scene of 
the 
capture 
was a literal 
slaughter, 


A man to one of these mighty sharks 
would bo almost unnoticeablo, and we 
can imagine that such a liuge creature 
must have been upon a continual forage 
to appease its appetite, 
A moderate- 
sized whale would have been legitimate 
prey, as our ordinary man-eaters of to- 
day have been known to swallow nearly 
an entire horse. 
At this time many 
étrange creatures thron.^'ed the ocean, 
and doubtless animal life was made much 
more pi-ofuse than at present. 


Any one who has eeen a shark of large 
Bize moving along beneath the surface 
can reulixe the terror they produce in 
vll observers. 


Tlie writer once booked a shark about 
fourteen feet m length. 
The brute was 
towing the heavy boat at steamboat speed 
through the water, my man crouching in 
Xh9 stcro, wlucU was high in air, while I 


TTftS engaged at the bow, in keeping the 
lino in tho notch, a slip from which 
would have tipped us over. 
We had 
rushed up the channel for about half a 
mile at this pace, when I chanced to 
glance overboard, and there, about two 
feet from the surface wore half a dozen 
man-eaters of the largest size swimming 
along, keeping up with us, apparently 
doterminccl to see what bccame of their 
friend, 
Tho appearance of these huge 
fishes moving along so swiftly and with 
such little exertion had an extremely dis- 
agreeable impression upon me—one that 
I never fully recovered from, as I have 
never enjoyed sea bathing since, even ia 
northern waters. 
The attendant sharks! 
judged were from ten to thirteen feet in 
length, and tho cxact size of the monster 
that towed us wo never determined, as h« 
finally escaped by breaking tho rope. 


If these modern man-eaters are a® 
formidable, what must have been tho 
scone presented when a dozen or more of 
these ancient giants were 
swimming 
about, dashing hero and there in search 
of prey, turning upon their backs, ex- 
posing a mouth cavernous in its immens- 
ity and armed with row after row of th« 
enormous teeth which wo have as lega- 
cies of their greatness? 
Like many of 
the great animals of tho time, these 
sharks must have entirely passed away, 
being represented by uimilar but smaller 
forms. 
That they existed iu immenst 
numbers and were the kings and mau- 
rauders of tho ocean world we hava 
abundant evidence. 
The various expedi- 
tions sent out by England, France and 
Italy have dredged their huge teeth from 
the 'deep waters of tho Atlantic and 
Pacific, which retained their lustre as 
perfect as if they had been taken from <a 
shark of to-day. 
At South Carolina, at 
the junction of the Ashley and Cooper 
Rivers, thousands of these teeth havo 
been dredged in deepening the river, not 
of one species alone, but of many, show- 
ing that there must have been a common 
feeding ground for schools of 
theso 
giants, that perhaps engaged iu warfare 
among themselves, and so formed this 
strange graveyard of teeth that thousands 
of years'later became through a rising of 
the coast dry land. 


Of the man-eaters of to-day the car- 
charodon is the largest, a specimen hav- 
ing been captured in Australian waters 
thirty-six feet in length; tho jaw of this 
monster is now in the British Museum. 
The largest shark, however, is the phin- 
oden, which has a wide 
geographical 
range and attains a length of from fifty 
to seventy feet, approximating that of 
tho great whales; but this huge.creaturo 
is not a menace to the other dwelers of 
tho sea, having small, harmless teeth, 
and preying upon small pelagic or float- 
ing animals. 
Another shark called the 
''bone shark," is occasionally found oil 
our eastern coast, ranging from twenty 
to fifty feet. 
A reliable fisherman in- 
formed mo that his father captured ono 
off the southern coast of ilassachusett® 
which was longer than 
this. 
Tha 
schooner was sixty tons burden, and 
when the fish was brought alongside, 
and lashed, it was longer than the ves- 
sel, or between sixty and seventy feet. 
The shark is also a defenseless creature^ 
relying upon small animals for food. 
One hundred years ago a well-conducted 
fishery for them was carried on on tb« 
New Englad coast—the oil being ex- 
tremely valuable, while the other parts 
-were utilized in various ways. 
It is sup- 
posed that so many were kiiled at thij 
time that they have been nearly exter- 
minaied, and, doubtless, are fast meeting 
the fate of the giant sharks of the tcr 
tiary time.

Rockefeller owns more than a majority 
of the stock, uo that something 
liko 
$100,000,000 of his f(?rtune is represented 
in the Trust, 
HQ also has 
extensive 
natural gas interests in Ohio, and in ad. 
dition is a large owner of Government 
bonds and the securities of railroads and 
other corporations.

We do not doubt 
that this cause of tea produces like effects 
in old hogs eating alternately of heated 
dishwater, swill and frozen corn. - Or the 
decay may be due to lack of proper nu- 
trition of the teeth. In the case of youi 
young pigs this may possibly be the ex- 
planation of what our subscriber has ob- 
served. 
A young sow fed mainly on 


corn may not have enough calcareous 
matter ia her food to proaiore prop- 
erly her own growth and that of hei 
unborn young. The reeth in sucli cases 
would lack iirainess aad must speedily 
decay. 
Feeding the sow more skim- 


sniik and oataieal rather than corn will 
promote her own healthful growth and 
and that of her pigs. The sow may her- 
self be fat, and yet. from lack of boae- 
making food in proper proportions, be 
unable to produce strong, healthful piijs.

How ihe 
prejudice originated agaiast birds with 
legs other thaa yellow we do not know, 
but we do kaow that buyers who judge 
of the quality of a dressed fowl by the 
color of the legs deprive themselves of 
the choicest kiads to be had. If legs had 
anything to do with quality, the dark 
legged birds are superior, as it is oaly a 
matter of chance that such superb Table 
fowls as the Houdans and Langshans have 
yellow legs. One can cut o2 nice slices 
from the breast of a Houdaa orDorkiag, 
aad the flesh is juicy aad teader, yet 
neither breed has yellow legs. Bat few- 
games have yellow legs, yet there is not 
a yellow legged fowl known that can 
approach ia the slightest degree to the 
game in quality of flesh aad large amouat 
of choice meat in proportioa to ollal. 
The '- 'yellow leg" notioa is one of the 
most foolish with, which the American 
people are aifected- aad as loag as they 
indulge ia it they will be supplied accord- 
ing to their preferences aad be denied 
the birds that are bett-er.—Farm and Fire- 
side.

Beans need good 
soil and

vation to yield large crops, tweaty-Sve 
bushels per acre or more. The common 
opinion that they will make a good crop 
oa poor soil is quite mistakea. The 
modi; of culture is as follows: 
After 


good plowing and harrowiag, the seed, 
one aad one-half bushels per acre, is 
planted by means of a hand drill or a 
double-horse clrili. which plaats two 
rows; the drills are eighteen inches apart 
aad the seed is drooped about tjvelve 
iaches apart. 
The land is kept clean aad 


well worked as for aay other crop. 
The 


white marrowfat ornavy beaa is the most 
prolific and saleable kind. Whea the 
beans are rips the piaass are pulled up 
by the roots, the earth being shaken off, 
and are stacked up around stakes stuck 
ia tJic. ground: the plants are arranged. 
in a square stack with roots laid to- 
gether at two corners and the beaas ac 
the other coraers. This is to prevent 
soiling the beans, by which, they would 
be iajured and discolored for sale. Beans 
stained in any way are unsaleable. 
The 


top of the stack is covered with a buach 
of straw. 
When dry the crop is thrashed 


with a flail; a machine will break thera 
too much.—Sew York Times. 


GIXOWIXG ONIONS- 


Oaioas, says an Ohio farmer, are a nice 


crop to cultivate, 
but they require 


clean cultivation to make the crop a 
successful one. Theoaioagrouadsliould 
always be of the richest and. beat, aad 
thoroughly pulverized, so that it will be 
easy aad pleasant to work. If coin- 
polled to use a hard, stiff soil, it should 
be broken up in the fall by plow or 
spade, so as to better get the beaefit of 
the winter's freezinii. whea even more 
than the usual mwntiiy of well-rotted 
manuie should be worked into it early 
in the spring.

cannot oe taken to get pure seed from a 
trustworthy source.

crowded down to the landing place brist- 
ling "with arms, and ordered tlie boat to 
keep at a safe distance from the beach. 


»'What do you want at 
Sark? 
Clear 
out from hero; we allow no one to land,'* 
cried the pirate chieftain, a tall, hand- 


some Urctoii from Marlaix, dressed in 
bright colored, picturesque garb. 


The mate of the strange ship replied: 
''Wo are bound southwest, laden with 
goods from Flanders, 
One of our crcw 
died this moruing; ho was a good Catho- 
lic; we wish to bury him in consecrated 
ground; unless we go far out of 
our 
course tliere is no sucli spot nearer than 
your holy chapel built by the pious Bishop 
of Dol. 
All we ask is permission to land 
the cofilu contnining our poor comrade 
and inter it in the chapel. 
AVc will come 
exactly as you see us, without arms of 
any sort wliatcver. 
If you grant us this 
simple request, which as good Christians 
you can hardly deny, we])romise to make 
you a suitable present of some of 
the 
goods we have on board our ship." 


After some deliberation, tlie pirates 
were so impressed by the earnest, coniid- 
ing manner and straightforward honesty 
of these good sea-folk, who were so will- 
ing to place themselves unarmed in their 
power, that they gave the desired ]}er- 
raission, the strangers solemnly promising 
that they ^Yould allow themselves to be 
searched on landing. 


The boat's crew returned to the ship in 
high glee; they hardly hoped for such 
success. 
In anticipation of the plot they 
had planned the ship's crew had brought 
with them a stout coflin of suflicient size 
to hold a large man.

A Submera'Cil Railway iu Spain. 
The somnolent country of Ferdinand 
and Isabella is no slouch Avhen she wakes 
up and sets to work iu earnest. 
Just 
now she has a novelty in tho way of a 
submerged . railway. 
It runs 
through 
the surf off Oreton, nearBilboa, 650 feet 
out into the ocean. 
The mines of 
Oreton are extremely rich iu iron,but there 
is no harbor there and great difficulty 
has heretofore been experienced in get- 
ting the ore off to ships. 
Now that tho 
submerged railway has been built it is a 
simple matter. 
It runs out into deep 
water, aud an iron tower seventy feet 
high, worked by counter balances, runs 
from the cliffs to the waiting vessels, 
which was moored bow and stern in tho 
roadstead. 
When the tower arrives at 
the ship its top, bearing its load of ore, 
is about even with the vessel's deck. 
As 
soon as the iron is loaded on to tho 
ships the weight of the counter balances 
pulls the tower back to the cliff, where 
it runs up to the mouth of a chute and 
automatically opens its mouth. 
The 
chutes comes down from the mines, and 
when it 
has dropped on tho 
tower 
enough c/e to overcome the weight of 
the counterpoise, the tower starts away 
to sea again. 
This sort of thing is kept 
up until tho vessel is 
filled. 
All that is' 
necessary to do to start the tower on its, 
peregrinations and put tho 
submarine' 
railway in operation if for the miners to 
drop ore into thc^chute.—iVbio OrUan%

The Salinoii as a Jumper. 


When you study the name of one of 
our native flsh, the blue-fish, you know 
him as Pomatus salatrix, because he is 
salatorious. 
In irursuit of his prey, to 
swim as fast as a flash flies is not sufl[i- 
cient. 
He hurls himself clear out of tho 
water when chasing the menhaden. All 
the Salmonidaj have the same habit of 
jumping; but they spring clear of the 
Avater, in some cases for feeding purposes, 
but as often as not to clear obstacles, 
such as falls, when ascending the streams 
in order to spawn. 
When it is remem- 
beied that the leaping salmon has to 
overcome the resistance of the current of 
water, the Avonderful muscular power of 
the flsh can be appreciated. 
Careful ob- 
servations made by experts, by means of 
graduated stakes set in the water, show ' 
tuat an adult salmon can make a perpen- 
dicular leap of not less than sixteen 
feet. 
It must be, too, a clean jump, the 
flsh taking the downward ])lunge, with 
his head entering the water first; other- 
wise he would be carried back to his 
point of departure—to the fall ho had 
started from.—Harper & Weekly,

A Curious Draw-Bridsro. 


'*One of the most curious draw-bridge» 
in the world," said an ofllcer of a West 
India fruit steamer, ''is in tho harbor 
called St. Ann's Bay, in the Island of 
Curacoa.

Bones from the table can be mo3t profit- 
ably utilized by feeding them to piga 
and poultry. 
The bones that are small 
and soft, such as flsh and poultry bones, 
will be eaten by pigs, and tho larger 
bones can be broken up on a large, flat 
stone, with a wooden -frame around to 
keep the pieces from flying off. It is sur- 
prising how maily a flock of hens will 
consume. 
Keep the hens housed 
at 
night and ou cold, stormy day?, and tho 
hen manure will be very rich; and I 
think the eggs, also, as their quality as 
well as their quantity, is affected by the 
quality of tho food.—New York Ohse^iier, 


CAIIE OF COWS. 


The skin of a cow is as necessary for 
the proper purification of the blood as 
lungs are, and it discharges in offensive 
vapor a greater quantity of matter every 
day than the kidneys do. 
While a cow 
may discharge twenty pounds of water 
thnmgh the kidneys she will take into 
tlie stomach one hundred pounds. 
The 
eighty pounds passes off through the skin 
chiefly and take along the dead waste 
matter which is thrown off from tho flnc 
capillaries through the pores of tho skin 
with the perspiration. 
When the milk 
has a cowy odor you may be sure the 
skin is not working 
right 
and needs 
thorough brushing to remove the scurf 
and dried matter which covers up the 
pores. 
And this is the reason why, if 
we w^ould have pure milk and sv/eet 
butter, the card and the brush must be 
in constant use in the cow stable.—Ne- 
hraska 
Cultivator, 


ever, that this, in common with most 
popular notions among farmers, has some 
basis in fact. 
Hogs often cat food at a 
greater variation of temperature than any 
other farm stock. 
It is changing from 
hot to cold drinks and food that most 
frequently discolors human teeth 
and 
causes their dccay. 
Wo do not doubt 
that this cause often produces like effects 
in old hogs eating alternately of heated 
dishwater, swill and frozen corn. Or the 
dccay may be duo to lack of proper nu- 
trition of the teeth. 
In the case of yout 
young i)igs this may possibly be the ex- 
planation of what our subscriber has ob- 
served. 
A young sow fed mainly on 
corn may not liave enough calcaremw 
matter in her food to promote 
prop- 
erly her own growth and that of hei 
unborn young. 
The teeth in such caseg 
would lack flrmncss and must speedily 
decay. 
Feeding the sow more skim- 
milk and oatmeal rather than corn will 
promote her own healthful growth aud 
and that of her pigs. 
The sow may her- 
self be fat, and yet, from lack of bone- 
making food in proper proportions, be 
unable to produce strong, healthful pigs. 
—Boston 
Cultivator, 


YELLOW LEGGED CIItCKENS. 


The American preference for yellow 
legs and skin, as indicating the quality 
of the birds for the table, is based on 
nothing more than a notion. 
How the 
prejudice originated against birds with 
legs other than yellow wo do not know, 
but we do know that buyers who judge 
of the quality of a dressed fowl by the 
color of the legs deprive themselves of 
the choicest kinds to be had. If legs had 
anything to do with quality, the dark 
legged birds are superior, as it is only a 
matter of chance that such superb table 
fowls as the Houdans andLangshans have 
yellow legs. 
One can cut off nice slices 
from the breast of a Houdan or Dorking, 
and the flesh is juicy and tender, yet 
neither breed has yellow legs. 
But few 
games have yellow legs, yet there is not 
a yellow legged fowl known that can 
approach in the slightest degree to the 
game in quality of flesh and large amount 
of choice meat in proportion to offal. 
Tho '»yellow leg" notion is one of tho 
most foolish with Avhich tho American 
people are affected, and as long as they 
indulge in it they will be supplied accord- 
ing to their preferences and be denied 
the birds that are better.—Fhrm and Fire- 
side. 


CULTUllE OF BRANS. 


Beans need 
good 
soil and 
culti- 
vation to yield large crops, twenty-live 
bushels ])er acre or more. 
The common 
opinion that they will caake a good crop 
on poor soil is quite mistaken. 
Tho 
mode of culture is as follows: 'After 
good plowing and harrowing, the seed, 
one and one-half bushels per acre, is 
planted by means of a hand drill or a 
double-horse drill, 
which plants 
two 
rows; the drills are eighteen inches apart 
and the seed is dropped about t>velve 
inches apart. 
The land is kept clean and 
well worked as for any other crop. 
The 
white marrowfat ornavy beau is the most 
prolific and saleable Icind, 
When the 
beans are ripe the phnts are pulled up 
by the roots, the earth being shaken off, 
and are stacked up around stakes stuck 
in tho ground; the plants are arranged 
in a square stack with roots laid to- 
gether at two corners and the beans at 
the other corners. 
This is to prevent 
soiling the beans, by which they v/ould 
be injured and discolored for sale. Beans 
stained iu an}' way are unsaleable. 
The 
top of the stack is covered with a bunch 
of straw. 
When dry the crop is thrashed 
with a flail; a machine will break them 
too much.—New York Times. 


SAVE THE ASHES. 


Ashes are a fertilizer of such general 
utility that even small quantities aro 
worth saving. 
Many who use hard coal 
for the stoves, in winter and tho coldei 
months, employ wood for cooking, foi 
the most part, in ^Yarm months. 
It is 
astonishing what an amount of rubbish 
may be disposed of, and turned to good 
account, by saving and splitting into 
proper stove size all available fuel—old 
boxes and barrels—for which there is no 
other use ; old articles of furniture, not 
worth mending; branches of trees which 
have been removed in pruning or broken 
off by storm. 
All suola materials should 
be stored under a shed, until a stormy 
time in winter makes this proper wet 
weather work, at which all hands, old 
and young, will find it more like play 
than work. 
This should be stored in a 
wood shed, easy of access from the sum- 
mer kitchen. 
The ashes made during 
summer—being mainlv from 
wood-— 
should be stored separate from coal ashes. 
They are of too much value to be mixed 
with them. 
Another 
source of ashes 
should not be overlooked. 
In the gen- 
eral clcaring-up which every well-kept 
place requires in early spring, or other 
season, there will be a lot of stuff too 
poor for firewood, and only fit to make a 
bonfire. 
Make such a bonfire on a fiat, 
moist place, and keep the burning heap 
small, adding the fuel from time to time, 
and so manai^e that the ashes will be left 
in a compact heap, easily to be taken up 
and stored in some out-of-the-way shed. 
Remember that ashes will hold fire ia 
the shape of burning coal for weeks, and' 
that many mysterious fires are due to no- 
other ''incendiary" than the improper 
treatment of ashes.—American Agricu^ * 
turist. 


GllOWaNCr ONIONS. 


Onions, says an Ohio farmer, are a nice 
crop to cultivate, 
but 
they 
require 
clean cultivation 
to make tho crop a 
successful one. TJie oniou ground should 
always be of tho richest and best, and 
thoroughly pulverized, so that it will bo 
easy and pleasant to work. 
If 
com- 
pelled to use a hard, stiff soil, it should 
be broken u|) in the fall by plow or 
spade, so as to better get the benefit of 
the winter's freezing, when even more 
than the usual quantity of well-rotted 
nianuie should be worked into it early 
in tho spring. 
Old decomposed 
hog 
manure is tipecially well adapted to tliis 
crop, also hen manure, wJiicli may be 
mixed with an equal bulk of soil before 
it is applied, and lastly, stable or barn- 
yard manure. 
When these have been 
thoroughly incorporated I add a heavy 
dressing (if wood ashes, which 
have 
proven one of tho hast preventatives of 
Avorms and other injurious insects. 
Un- 
less a person keeps his onion-bed per- 
fectly clean from weeds ho had better 
raise some other crop, and too much care 
ciinnot be taken to got pure seed from a 
trustworthy soiu'ce. 
Much care is re- 
quired that the small seeds Ijo not cov- 
ered too deep or sown in lumpy soil, 
i,

A pound of bran makes within seven- 
teen per cent, of as much milk as a pound 
of cornnieal which costs over twice as 
much; but corn-meal makes richer milk, 
while the bran makes a richer manure. 


Hov/ long can the fertility of a soil bo 
keiit up by the application only of tho 
three ingredients contained in commer- 
cial fertilizers—potash, phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen? 
Probably until some less 
important ingredient is exhausted, 


A healthy food for growing pigs may 
bo made of boiled ])otatoe3, with corn 
meal and bran added iu proportion of 
five pounds meal aud ten pounds bran to 
a bushel of potatoes. 
The latter should 
be boiled to consistency of thin paste. 


The value of manure depends on tho 
character of tho food eaten by tho an- 
imals, 
It cannot contain anything not 
contained in tho food eaten. 
This ap- 
plies to cow, horse, ])ig, hen and any 
other manure made from animal drop- 
pings. 


There is no i:ecd to drag mellow 'soil 
after clover seed has been sown in order 
to cover it, Tho rains will do this better 
than man can. 
Even tho brush harrow 
often recommended' for this purpose is 
worse than useless. 
On winter grain, a 
draggingof the hardened surface,to mel- 
low it before «owinij clover aud grass 
seeds, will insure a better catcli, 


TJiorough draining is something that 
all gcod nuivserymen aud gardeners put 
a high valug upon. 
The crops they put 
oil Tno land are often worth more than 
t le lirst cost of tho limd itself. 
Hence, 
it i.s not uncommon for them in some 
places to make drains on land leased for 
live or six years, as the losses from ex- 
ousslvo water would be greater tliaa thtt 
Qont ci drttining it off.
